NEWS AND NOTES 


FILM '69 

The International Film Technology Con¬ 
ference and Exhibition to be held June 
23-27, 1969 in the Royal Lancaster Hotel, 
London, under the auspices of the British 
Kinematograph Sound and Television So¬ 
ciety (BKSTS) will present 40 to 50 papers 
in five topic areas: Motion-Picture Indus¬ 
try; Cinema; Film and Television; Indus¬ 
trial Cinematography; and Education. Pa¬ 
pers will discuss new cameras, new color 
film, lens design, sound reproduction, lis¬ 
tening characteristics in theaters, tonal re¬ 
production in a television film system, film 
characteristics for television, data process¬ 
ing film printers, ultra-high-speed cinema¬ 
tography, film loops in medical illustration, 
the BBC film training scheme, and other 
topics. 

A full program of outside visits is 
planned for the week, including tours of 
the Rank Organisation’s Pinewood Film 
Studios, the Associated British Picture 
Corp.’s Elstree Film Studios and the BBC 
Television Centre and Television Research 
Centre. The British Film Institute’s Na¬ 
tional Film Theater will arrange a special 
program of films during the Conference 
and all delegates will be welcome to attend 
any performance. Demonstrations of cin¬ 
ema automatic control systems will be 
given at Rank and ABC Cinemas. In addi¬ 
tion a number of other activities are being 
planned including a complete schedule of 
sightseeing tours and memorable occasions 
for the ladies. 


SMPTE’s official delegation to Film ’69 
will include Society officers and as many 
members as can plan to participate. Ar¬ 
rangements for economy group flights have 
been made, and there will be three depar¬ 
ture points — New York, Chicago and 
San Francisco. Flights leave June 19, but 
members of the group have a choice of re¬ 
turning on July 3 or July 10. Fare for a 
round trip from New York will be $245. 
Since plane space in June will be limited, 
the special questionnaires which have been 
sent to SMPTE members should be re¬ 
turned immediately. At this late date there 
are only a few possible spaces left.

WINTER TELEVISION CONFERENCE 

More than 400 persons attended the 
SMPTE Winter Television Conference in 
January at the Ryerson Poly technical In¬ 
stitute in Toronto, Ontario, Canada. Under 
the leadership of its chairman, Harold 
Eady, the Toronto Section did an admirable 
job of handling all the arrangements and 
program for the conference which featured 
two days of technical papers and panel dis¬ 
cussions on current problems of television 
broadcasting. All papers were presented by 
request to insure pertinence to the needs 
of broadcasters today. Topics covered were: 
Studio Equipment; Telecine and Film; Pro¬ 
duction Esthetics; Recording; Transmis¬ 
sion and Transmitters; and Receivers. A 
total of 19 papers were presented with a 
panel discussion featured in each session.

The audience then heard from Roy D.

Mr. Cahoon spoke 
about the general progress of the CBC 
over the past few years.
